THE LAUNDRY DECISION. 


THS OPINION OF UNITED STATES JUDGES 
FIELD AND SAWYER, IN FULL. 


The Reasons Why the Attempted Special 
Legislation Against Chinese In 
S&n Francisco Failed. 


Below we present the full text of the 
opinion of United States Judges Field and 
Sawyer in the recent 8an Francisco JLaun 
dry Ordinance case : 
In the matte.- of (Juong Woo, on habeas 
corpus: 
lu Msy of the present year an ordinance 
was passed by the Board of ¡Supervisors Qf 
the city and county of San Francisco, which 
tooh effect on the tenth day of June follow­ 
ing, to regulate the establishment, main­ 
tenance and li cent ing of laundries within 
ceitaiu designated limits, and prescribing 
punishment tor establishing or carrying on 
the bu-icesa of a laundry iu violation of its 
provisions. 
In its first section the ordinance declares 
that after its passage it shall be unlawful for 
any person “ to establish, maintain or carry 
ou ar.y laundry within that portion of the 
city and county of Sao Francisco lyiDg and 
being east of Ninth and Laikin stieeU, with­ 
out having first obtained the consent of the 
Board ot Superviséis, which shall only be 
granted upon the rec< mmendation of not lees 
thaD twelve citiz:n3 and tax-payers ia the 
block iu which Jhe laundry is proprsed to be 
established, maintained or curried on." 
The second section Jeclares that tha Li- 
n-i.s3 Collector shsli not issue a license to any 
person or persons prop isirg to establish, 
noai.ittin or carry on a ituodry within the 
limits mentioned, unless he, she or they shall 
first have obtained fiono the Board of Super­ 
visors -heir written consent thereto, based 
upon the recommendation of citizens and tax­ 
payers, as provided in the first section. 
The third section rnskts the violation of 
these provisions a misdemeanor, upon convic­ 
tion ot which the party may be punished by 
a tine not exceeding SI,COO, or by imprison­ 
ment not exceeding eix month?, cr by both. 
The petitioner is a subject of the Emperor 
of China, residing iu the city of San Fransisco 
under the provC-ims of the treaty between 
that country and the United States, and al­ 
lages that he hss for the last eight years been 
engaged in carrying on the business of a 
laui.dry within the limite of the district men­ 
tioned, aod has at all tirneB paid the license 
tax exacted from him under previous ordi­ 
nances, and is still ready to pay any such 
license tax ; that hÍ3 license issued under 
ssid ordinances expired on the 30th of June 
last; that there now exist and have 
existed for years with the residents cf 
the city and county of San Francisco, 
and its citiz-na and tax-payers, great 
antipathy ana hatred toward the people of 
his race ; that combinations among such resi­ 
dents havo been formed to drive them from 
the country ; that in consequence of this feel­ 
ing it has beon impossible for him to obtain 
the recommendations cf twelve citizens and 
taxpayers to carry on bis business in the 
block where he is now engaged, as required 
by the ordinance of June 10th ; and that for 
carrying on his businesa without a iict use is­ 
sued upuu suca recommendation he has been 
arrested, and ia now restrained of his liberty 
by the Chief of Police. Tout officer returns 
that he holds the petitioner under a warrant 
issued by a Justice of the Peace and acting 
Police Judge of the city and county, issued 
upon a charge of misdemeanor against him 
for violating the provisions of the ordinance 
in ques ion, and accompanies his return with 
a copy of tire warrant. 
The question presented is the validity of 
the ordinance in requiring, f r the issue of a 
license to “ establish, maintain or carry on” 
a laundry within the iimiis mentioned, the 
recommendation of twelve citizens and tax­ 
payers in the block in which tha laundry is to 
be “ established, maintained or carried on.” 
The ordlusnce, in terms, covers all laun- 
d.'ies, whether used for the separate wants of 
a , smily or for the washing of clothes of 
oth ‘-rs for hire. 'V e shall assume, however, 
that it has refcrenue only to laundries of the 
latter class. It ia directed equally against 
those who establish them, those who maintain 
them and those who carry them on. If the 
recommendation of any parties in the block 
can be required as a condition of grant­ 
ing the iioense for either of these pur­ 
poses, the number is a matter of discretion 
with the Supervisors. They may require the 
recommendation of double cr treble the num­ 
ber derignsted ; they may exact the unani­ 
mous recommendation of the citizens and tax­ 
payers of the block. Nor need they confine 
the recommendation required to citizens and 
tax payers ; any other class my be equally 
designated. Taey may require it of some of 
our worthy resident aliens from Europe— 
gentlemen of Irish or German nativity. I». 
deed, if they can make the exercise of their 
legislative power in the granting of licenses 
dependent upon the approval of anybody 
else, they may place the approval with whom­ 
soever they may deem best, and no one can 
control their action. 
They have the power, by the Act of April 
2ñ, 1803, “ to prohibit, and fuppreas, or ex­ 
clude from certain limit*, or to regulate, all 
occupations, houses, places, p..slimes, amuse­ 
ments, exhibitions, aud practices, which are 
against gocd me ral*, contrary to public order 
aud decency, or dangerous to the public 
safety." But the bu-icess of a laundry— 
that i*, the washing of ciulhirg and cloths of 
various kinds, and ironing and pressing them 
to a condition to ba used—ia not of itself 
against good morals, or contrary to publi: 
order or uecenty. 
It is not offensive to the 
senses, or disturbing to the neighborhood 
where conducted, nor is it dangerons to the 
public safety or heal h. It would be abeurd 
to affirm that it is. If it be conducted in a 
manner that is cffsu-ive or dangerous, 
the Supervisor* may direct the manner 
to be c:.hp„ed, and prescribe regulations for 
ita prnsáfiution. If the building, in which it 
ia carried on, is by its struenre, form or ma­ 
terial unsafe, the Supervisors may by proper 
proceedings have it altered or removed. This 
power the

conducted a* net to endanger tho public safety 
aud health. ] I ere we are concernedonly with 
the business of a laundry by itself; the man­ 
ner or the bnildiu^ s in which it is conducted 
are not before us. The «riinacce applies a* 
well to a laundry in a fire-proof building ae 
to one in a wooden shanty. la the husir.es* 
of a laundry by itself there is nothing objec- 
lionable that uiay not be nrged against alt 
occupations in the city and county. If, 
therefore, the Supervisors can make its pros­ 
ecution depend upon the approval of other» 
in its neighborhood, they may require a sim­ 
ilar approval for the prosecution of other 
bnsinees equally inollemive. They may re- 
qnire members of the bar to close their 
offices against professional bnsincss unlees 
they can securo the recommendation in iheir 
behalf of anch parties in the block where the 
office* are as may be designated. So, too, 
with bankers, merchants, traders, mechanics, 
journalists, publishers, printers—indeed, with 
all brain-*orkers and hand-worker»—the pur­ 
suit of their vocations iu particular localities 
may be made to depend not upon their wishes, 
their means, the position rf their property, 
tho facilities afforded for their business, but 
upon the favcr or caprice of others, whore 
acliona they cannot control by any legal pro­ 
ceedings. A party might not even be able to 
obtain a license to carry on bu-iness on his 
own land, provided he should possess an en­ 
tire block, and it should not be occupied by 
other* who could give ths recommendation 
exacted. Such a restriction upon the free­ 
dom of pursuit of a lawful occupation i* not 
authorized by any power vested in the Board 
of Supervisor*; and it may be doubted 
whether it cruld be authorized by any legis­ 
lative body under our form of government. 
The Supervisors are, it is trup, empowered 
by the Act of March 3, 1872. to “ license and 
regulate all such callings, trades and employ­ 
ments, aa the public good may require to88e 
licensed and regulated, and aa are not pro­ 
hibited by law,” but their power cannot be 
delegated by them to others, or its exercise 
made dependent upon others’ consent. The 
power of legislation vested in them is a pub­ 
lic trust, which cau only be executed in con­ 
sonance with the general purposes of the 
municipality, and in subordination to the 
general laws and policy cf the State. Their 
ordinances must be reasonable, that is, not 
oppressive, nor unequal, nor unjust in their 
operation, or they will not be upheld. Such 
is the well established doctrine with respect 
to the legislation of municipal bodies. In 
ex parle Frank it was applied by the Supreme 
Court of California to an ordinance passed by 
the Supervisors, uader the Act in question, 
exacting a license for selling goods, and fix­ 
ing a different rate where the geoda were 
within ths corporate limits or in transitu to 
the city, and where the goods were without 
the city and not in transitu to it. The ordi- 
nsncc was held to be unjust, oppressive, une­ 
qual and partial, and for these reasons, as 
well as because it was in restraint of trade 
between the city and the interior of the State, 
was adjudged to be void. The decision of the 
Court was accompanied by some very just 
observations upon the limitations to the exer­ 
cise of legislative power in the passage of 
ordinances by municipal bodies. (52 CaL, p. 
60f>).Licenses for calling», trades, and employ­ 
ment* may be required by the Supervisors 
where the natnro of the business demand* 
special knowledge cr qualifications on the 
part of the party—a* in the case of dealer» in 
drugs. They may abo be re-qnired aa a mean* 
of raising revenue for municipal purposes. 
But ia neither case can tbe7 be required ae a 
means of prohibiting any of the v.'cati na cf 
life which are not injuiiou3 to public morals, 
nor offensive to the senses, nor dangerous to 
the public health and safety. Nor can con­ 
ditions be annexed to their issue which would 
tend to such a prohibition. The exaction for 
any such purpose of a license to pursue a 
vocation of this nature, or making its issue 
dependent upon conditions having such a 
tendency, would be an abuse cf authority. 
Such is evidently the tendency and purpose 
of the conditions required in the ordinance 
in question in this case, and we have no doubt 
of its invalidity for that cause. 


The petitioner is an alien, and under the 
treaty with China is entitled to all the rights, 
privileges and imurnnites of subjects of the 
most favored nation with which thia country 
has treaty relations. Being a resident here 
before the passage of the recent Act of Con­ 
gress restricting the immigration of subjects 
ot his country, he has, under the pledge of 
the nation, the right to remain and follow 
any of the lawful ordinary trades and rmr- 
'I /1®, 
life, without let or hindrance irom 
the ¡State, or any of it» subordinate municipal 
bodies, except such as may arise from the en­ 
forcement of equal and impartial law*. Hie 
liberty to follow any such occupation cannot 
be Retrained by invalid legislation of any 
kind—certainly not by a municipal ordinance 
that has no stronger gronnd for its enact­ 
ment than the miserable pretenre that the 
business of a laundry, that is of washing 
clothes for hire, is against good morals or 
dangerous to the public safety. 
It follows that the petitioner is illegally 
restrained of his liberty, and must, therefore, 
be discharged. Ordered accordingly.

INDIAN CHILDREN AND THEIR PETS, 


lady, 


Many people suppose that the Indian 
children have no dolls or pets. This is a 
mistake. The Indian baby, or papoose, is 
provided by its tquaw-mother with a sort 
of doll from its earliest infancy. The baby 
itself is tied to a board, which is covered 
with buckskins and fanciful bindings, or 
with bright-colored cloth ornameuted with 
bead work and tiDsel. The fcaby-board, 
which is a carriage and cradle in odc, looks 
like the toe of a large slipper, and has a 
piece of wood bent across the head to pre- 
veut its little copper-colored occupant from 
being struck by anything. Just ae htr 
convenience may prompt, the equaw hangs 
her papoose, thus cradled, on her back while 
walking, or on a tree when working about 
the tent, or on the saddle pommel. From the 
protecting headboard hangs suspended the 
doll, composed of feathers, beads and red 
cloth, perhaps representing an Indian 
warrior. 
The little papoose looks at 
this daogliDg image all day long, and 
this monotonous endeavor often causes a 
horrible squint, from which the little In­ 
dian never recovera. The squaw-mothers 
sometíales make miniaturo papooses, bound 
to cradle-board* in fancy covering, like 
their own, for the older children to play 
with ; but it is a still commoner sight to 
see the girls carrying a puppy in a little 
blanket over their shoulders. It seems 
strange that they should make their pets 
of wbat is coosidered the greatest delicacy 
—puppy stew being the chief dish of a 
feast given in commemoration of a child 
having reached a certain age. The little 
Indians also make pets of crows. A little 
girl will often daily carry about ber a 
wioker basket filled with baby crows just 
as they are taken from the cest by her 
brother. Beside her an old dog will often 
be wiled along, dragging her puppies in a 
similar net or basket stretched across par­ 
allel poles. Tho Indian boys have pet 
colts to ride, and they make pets of young 
eagles, which they put on a sort of stand 
with a string attached to one leg to pre­ 
vent the birds from Hying away. The 
boys also early learn to use tbe bow and 
arrows, and are often occupied in driving 
blackbirds and crowbirds from the grow­ 
ing maize. Corn is the great crop culti­ 
vated by the Indian, and the Chippewa*, 
who are semi-civilized, 
grind 
this 
grain into 
a 
sort of coarse 
samp 
by pounding it in a morter with 
a wooden pestle. They also roast tbe ears, 
and dry it for winter nse. Great groups 
of children will sit, with a equaw (perhaps 
mending moccasius) to help them at their 
work and preserve order, on high platforms 
the whole day, overlooking the cornfields, 
so aa to drive away the birds as they alight 
in tlocks. The older boys amuse themselves 
by different games while tending the horses. 
First they spread upon the ground a buffalo 
hide, on which they kneel facing each other. 
Then one takee a little stick and passes it 
from one hand to the other, first behind 
and then before, while the other boy guesses 
which hand it is in. He is entitled to three 
guess*». The first, if right, counts him 
three ; the second, two ; and the third, one. 
If he mister altogether, he loses accordmg 
to the number put up for stake. The one 
guessing designates his guess by hitting his 
nght or left shonlder, according to the 
hand he thinks his opponent holds it íd. 
This, like all other Indian games, is made 
interesting by the stakes, which generally 
consist of some ornament, or some service 
to be rendered.—[The Interior.

It s some of those young miscreants 
from town that are shooting rny squirrels, 
and they deserve to be hanged,” said he. 
Late in the afternoon of this same day, 
as the heir was walking near the orchard,

T he Santa Clara Republican County Convention 
declared lu favor of the “ time-honored American 
Sunday." This is a good characterization, and it it 
refreshing to find that something American can find 
indorsement at the hands of s political convention. 


There appears to be m uch mieapprehen 
sion concerning the recent derision of 
U nited Slates Judges Field and Sawyer 
relative to the laundry ordinance enacted 
by the local legislature of San Francisco 
and aim ed against Chinese laundrym en. 
A perusal of th e full decision, and a care­ 
ful consideration of ike fundam ental prin­ 
ciples of law underlying it, m ust convince 
the fair ti.indtd m an th a t the judicial mind 
could come to no other ju st conclusion than 
th a t arrived a t by the Judges named. The 
decision itself- is given in full in another 
column th a t our readers may them selves 
analyze it. 


The ordinance made it ctiiniually un­ 
law ful for a n y person to m aintain a laun­ 
dry w ithin certain lim its w ithout the con­ 
sent of tne Board of Supervisors, and th at 
m ust be based upon the recom mendation 
of at ieaat tw elve citizen-taxpayers of the 
block in w hich the laundry was proposed 
to be m aintained. 
A Chinese subject of 
the Em peror of C hina waa imprisoned un­ 
der this order, and, being brought before 
the U nited S tate Jadges on a w rit of 
habeas corpus, he set forth th at he had 
operated a laundry in a given district for 
a long tim e ; th at, because of the local 
hatred to his race, he could not secure 
the necessary recom m endations; th a t he 
came to California under th e provisions of 
a treaty betw een the U nited States Gov­ 
ernm ent and the Em pire of China. 
The 
Judges held the ordinance to be invalid, 
and discharged the prisoner. 
Such in brief 
are the facts. 
I t is a proposition beyond cavil, th a t all 
attem pts to enact special legislation by the 
use of general term s m ust of necessity iail. 
Ia this case it was an attem p t to debar 
from a heretofore common privilege a cer­ 
tain class—nam ely, the Chinese—and it 
was, therefore, special legislation and in­ 
valid, and the Bpecious guise of im partiality 
waa stripped 
from it 
by the decision 
in 
question. 
The 
ordinance 
covered 
all 
laundries, 
w hether 
for 
family ne­ 
cessities or the washing of clothing for 
hire ; b u t the Judges assum ed, and cor­ 
rectly, th a t it referred only to laundries of 
th e la tte r class. 
I t fixes the minimum 
num ber of indorBers required to give the 
Board of Supervisors the power to consent 
to the granting of a license. 
The Board 
could, therefore, in its discretion, require 
th a t the concent of hundreds, or of all the 
citizens in 1 he block, should be obtained. 
If the Board can enact th a t the consent of 
tw elve m ust be first had, it can, on the 
same ground, exact th a t the num ber be 
one hundred, or more, and can fix other 
qaalitications than citizenship and tax ­ 
paying 
for 
the 
consents rs -»b 
th at 
they m ust be of 
a given nationality, 
race, color, or age—in fact, if the Board 
possesses the power the ordinance indi­ 
cates, it 
is w ithout lim it. 
U nder the 
A ct of 1863 it has the power to prohibit, 
suppress and exclude from certain limits, 
or to regulate all occupations, etc., which 
are against good morals, contrary to pub­ 
lic order and decency, or dangerous to 
public safety. 
Now, the Judges named 
hold, it will be seen, th a t the business of 
a laundry-—washing clothing and ironiDg 
or pressing it—is not itself against good 
morals, or contrary to pnblic order or de­ 
cency. 
They were concerned w ith the 
business of a laundry itself ; the m anner of 
its conduct was not a question before them , 
and they could not go behind the issue 
to seek it. 
The Judges therefore held 
th at the Supervisors could not m ake the 
prosecution of the business depend upon 
the approval of others in its neighbor­ 
hood ; for if they could do so law fully, 
they 
m ight exact it 
for th e prosecu­ 
tion 
of 
any other equally inoffensive, 
and 
thus m ake 
the facilities 
afforded 
for business dependent upon th e whim 
or caprice of those whose action in th a t re­ 
gard could not be controlled by legal pro. 
ceedinga. 
Licensas for trades and call­ 
ings may be required for the purpose of 
m unicipal revenue, or where special know l­ 
edge or qualification is necessary, bu t in 
neither case can they be used as a prohib­ 
itive means against vocations not injurious 
to public morals, nor offensive to the 
senses, nor dangerous to the public health 
and safety. 
In this case the prisoner was 
a Chinam an, an alien, resident in Sau 
Fraucisco prior to the passage of the 
Chinese R estriction A ct, and having the 
right, therefore, to carry on aDy lawful 
ordinary business. 
Such, in brief, are the central pivotal 
points in the opinion of the Judges, and on 
which their decision rests. 
I t is tru e th at 
the ordinance was intended to affect only 
the Chinese, bu t the Judges could not ex­ 
amine into th a t fact. 
They had only the 
ordinance before them to deal w ith, and it 
contains no clause disclosing upon its face 
its true purpose. H ad the ordinance named 
the race (Chinese) who m ust procure the 
consent of taxpayers as a precedent condi­ 
tion to the carrying on of business, there 
would be no question as to its being d irect­ 
ly opposed to the term s of the treaty w ith 
China. 
The only question before the 
Judges was the naked one, “ Are laundries 
“ conducted for hire proper occupations ?*' 
Unless it was shown th a t the w ashing of 
clothes in a district, for hire, was a sanitary 
question, the ordinance m ust be held to 
apply to all, aud on th at basts it m ust be a 
m atter for the Board of H ealth to consider. 
B ut the ordinance does not rest its claim 
to validity upon such a basis, and the 
Judges were compelled to take it as it was, 
and could not go behind its general term s, 
or read betw een its lines, to see its special 
objects. 


I t is clear th at if w hite men only m ain­ 
tained laundries for hire in San Francisco, 
the ordinance would 
never have been 
adopted. 
The question, let it be distinctly 
understood, as to w hether Chinese laun­ 
dries are opposed to good morals and good 
health, etc., waa not before Judges Field 
aud Saw yer in any form, and it is absurd 
to suppose th at they could judicially go be­ 
hind the ordinance itself. 
I t is therefore 
plain th a t the im portance some of the 
papers of the State m anifest concerning the 
the 
defeat 
before 
U nited 
S tates 
Judges, 
of 
special legislation, couched 
in 
general 
term s, 
is 
unreasonable 
and illogical. 
This S tate has been prolific 
ef exam ples of attem pts to do th at in­ 
directly by legislation, th a t could not be 
done directly, and every well-informed man 
can recall instances in point in the legisla­ 
tive history of the State. 
The failure of the 
ordinance under discussion aud before the 
bar of critical judicial analysis, is simply in 
line w ith a large cum ber of failures in kind, 
and b ut furuishea another illustration of 
the difficulty of legislating specially against 
Chinese, as long as they are here under any 
treaty of am ity and comity. 
I t m ight be desirable to prevent Chinese 
residents from carrying on certains kinds of 
business, aud by which they m ainly subsist; 
b u t if the San Frantisco ordinance declared 
th a t no foreigner should engage in washing 
clothes for hire, the Judges would uot have 
been a t liberty to forget th a t such an enact­ 
m ent would be a restraint upon the free­ 
dom of the foreigners from every country 
w ith which this nation has treaty relations. 
W e have thus passed in review every 
issue before the Judges, aud considered 
every m atter therein which could be made 
the subject of a C ourt judgm ent. 
To show 
the injustice and ungenerons character of 
the attacks made upon Judges Field and 
Saw yer because they have had th e courage 
to declare the law as it is, and should be, 
it may be added th a t in th eir personal rela­ 
tion they are opposed to the Chinese invasion. 
Judge Field, in his o« n strong, clear and 
vigorous m anner, expresses a t all times, 
w hen addressed upon the subject, the 
opinion th a t to w hatever extent Chinese 
civilization gain a e foothold upon the 
A m erican continent, it displaces th e higher 
and b ette r Anglo-Saxon civilization which 
prevails here. 


Railroad Commissioner Stoneman, being 
a candidate for Governor, has evidently 
chosen to m ake his cam paigu on the floor of 
th e Board of Railroad Commissioners, rath er 
th an on th e stum p. 
Oa the 15th instant 
the Board m et in San Francisco, and Com­ 
missioner Stonem an, 
w ith evident con­ 
sciousness th a t he waa acting in the public 
eye and m ind, opened his political cam ­ 
paign by the introduction of several propo­ 
sitions addressed to popular prejudice and 
intended for political effect. 
To go back 
in the history of M r. Stonem an as a R ail­ 
road Commissioner, the official records of 
the Board show th a t on M ay 5, 1880, he 
introdnced a resolution em bodying his 
ideas of a proper regulation of freights 
in this State. 
T h at resolution declared : 
" T hat in th e opinion of 
this Board, 
“ the maxirnúin 
rate of 
transportation 
" of freight iu thia S tate for all distances 
“ of one hundred miles and over shall not 
“ exceed 5 cents per ton per mile, and for 
" all distances under one hundred miles the 
“ rate shall not exceed 6 cents per ton per 
“ m ile.” 
I t is susceptible of the clearest 
dem onstration th at the adoption of this 
proposition would have raised the rates of 
transportation on all the staple products of 
the country. 
These products were being 
transported a t less than one-third the rate 
proposed in th e resolution, hence the re­ 
duction of the m aximum could inure only 
to the benefit of the costly articles, 
i t is, 
or should be, well known th a t a low m ax­ 
imum forces a high m inim um rate of tran s­ 
portation, 
In fact thia principle is so 
generally and so well understood 
th at 
ignorance of 
it should be reproached. 
If, then, Commissioner 
Stonem an 
was 
possessed of 
ordinary 
intelligence 
he 
knew the effect of his resolution would 
be to increase the cost of transportation to 
th e producing classes. 
If he was ignorant 
of this undeniable fact then he waa unfitted 
for the discharge of the duties of his office. 
Mr, Stoneman had sufficient intelligence to 
understand the tendency of his proposition 
when it was {Minted out to him. so th at at 
no tim e since has he brought the m atter to 
the attention of the Board. 
I t is bu t a 
sorry comment upon the general intelli­ 
gence of the Democratic party th at to such 
crudely uninformed propositions as the 
one under consideration General Stoneman 
owes his nom ination for Governor at the 
hands of th a t party. 
W hen the Board of Railroad Commis­ 
sioners m et last Tuesday General Stone- 
m an's relations to the public had changed. 
He was before the public as a candidate 
for Governor, and it was bu t the natural 
impulse of a vain and weak man to pose 
as the friend of the people. 
The first 
proposition 
brought 
forw ard 
was 
to 
the effect th a t 
second-class 
passeiigers 
should not be forced to ride in a smoking 
car. 
This question of smoking, as relating 
to the second-class passenger service, has 
a history. 
A t first the privileges of the 
sm oking car was denied to second-class 
passengers. 
All debased appetites have 
b ut a barbarous regard for the rights and 
oomforts of others, and so the smokers 
smoked in the second-class cars. 
Then 
came Stonem an w ith a resolution forbid- 
ing the practice of smoking in second-class 
cars. 
For this he was applauded. 
Now 
comes this same Stonem an w ith a propori 
tion th a t second-class passengers shall be 
excluded from th e sm oking cars. 
W hen 
the practice of smokiDg in second-class cars 
was tolerated, com plaint was m ade th a t its 
discomforts and annoyances were inflicted 
on second-class passengers only. 
W hen 
the practice was prohibited, the complaint 
was m ade th a t the privilege of smoking 
was denied to second-class 
passengers. 
All these things would regulate them ­ 
selves, 
bu t demagogues like 
Stoneman 
have purposes to accomplish, and since 
they are not qualified to cope w ith the 
higher problem s of the great subject of 
transportation, they naturally resort to the 
small things on the low plane of th eir own 
inconsiderable intelligence. 
The second 
proposition presented by Stoneman was, in 
effect, to m ake the rate for second-class 
fare sixty per cent, of first-class fare. 
It 
m ust have been a peculiar m ortification to 
the backers of this Democratic game cock 
in the Com missioners’ pit when Commis­ 
sioner Cone knocked him out of tim e by 
plain showing th a t the existing rates for 
Becond-class fare were less than sixty per 
cent, of the first-class. 
Then came the 
proposition to allow “ lay over checks ” on 
second-class tickets. 
This was a genuine 
cam paign 
effort. 
The chief 
distinction 
betw een the first and second-class passen­ 
ger service on the railroads of the country 
resides in the single fact of a lim itation 
as to tim e placed on a second-class ticket, 
The facilities for tran sit are equal. 
Both 
classes travel by the same trains ; depart­ 
ing and arriving a t the same tim e. 
There 
is a Blight desparity in the appearance of 
first and secood-class coaches, bu t there is 
no appreciable 
difference 
betw een the 
classes as to comfort, safety or convenience. 
To all practical intents 
and 
purposes 
second-class passage on the railroads of 
California is ju st as valuable to the travel­ 
ing public as th e first-class. 
The chief 
difference, as already indicated, resides in 
th e fact th a t a first-class passenger may 
stop at a w ay-station for a tim e, and re- 
Bume his trip w ithout paying w ay-fare or 
w orking a forfeiture of his ticket. 
For this 
privilege he has paid 60 per cent, more 
than the second-class passenger. 
Now 
comes candidate Stonem an, w ith the mo­ 
tives and intentions of a demagogue, and 
proposes 
th a t 
th is 
distinction 
shall 
cease; 
th a t 
the 
first-class 
passenger 
shall 
eDjoy 
do 
additional 
privileges 
in consideration of the paym ent of addi­ 
tional money. 
T his proposition was not 
presented from any honest intention to 
correct any abuse, or from any honorable 
or m anly exercise of judgm ent concerning 
the rights of the people or the corpora­ 
tions. 
I t is the natural suggestion of im­ 
perfect training in th e field of political 
duplicity. 
I t is a cunning little trick, 
b ut the sense of adm iration for the cun­ 
ning is overborne by a sentim ent of con­ 
tem pt for the littleness of the trick. 
I t 
presents Stoneman in the light of a dem a­ 
gogue of fertile intention, b ut of sterile 
and dim inutive genius in plan and per­ 
formance. 
B ut the m ost notew orthy per­ 
formance 
was 
reserved 
for 
the last. 
N early tw o years ago the Commissioners 
had 
under 
consideration 
a 
schedule 
relating 
to 
a 
readjustm ent 
of 
pas­ 
senger rates. 
For tw o years this had 
slept, when on last Tuesday candidate 
Stoneman moved 
its adoption. 
In the 
meantime, since this schedule was pro­ 
posed, rates had undergone many changes. 
On all lines south from th is city the aver­ 
age cost of travel by rail has been reduced 
thirty-three per cent. 
To be entirely just 
it m ust be adm itted th a t Stonem an did 
not know this. 
H e has never at any tim e 
m anifested the slightest gleam of intelli­ 
gence on the general subject of transporta­ 
tion. 
H e coolly proposes the adoption of 
a schedule prepared nearly tw o years ago, 
w ithout inquiry as to w hether rates will 
thereby be raised or lowered. 
In all this 
General Stoneman appears only in the 
light of m aking his campaign for Governor 
on the floor of the Commission, and in 
doing so loses altogether the character of a 
sworn officer of th e State.

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Serious Charge* Against Coukllng, 
Gould and Governor Cornell. 
A lbany, August 17th —Certain statements 
in the editorial coluu ni of the Journal last 
evening and the Argus this morning, in which 
the names of Cornell, Ja y Gould and Cock­ 
ling figure, have created a sensation in polit­ 
ical circles here. 
The Journal's leading editorial yesterday 
was entitled ’* W hy Corkling and Ja y Gould 
Oppose Cornell,” and bore evident marks cf 
being inspired by Cornell or his most intimate 
friends. 
In the first piece it reviews the re­ 
lations which existed between Cornell and 
Conkling before and after the latter’* resigna­ 
tion from the Senate, and the reasons which 
led to the political break betweeu the two 
le.-ders. 
The latter half of*the article con- 
tair-s the following serions charges of at­ 
tempted bribery cf the Governor by Jay 
Gonld and bis agents : 
" We have stated, 
what is knowu to every one, that CcnkÜDg 
waa the retained attorney of Gould, and has 
been so since bis retirem ent from the Senate 
A year ago last winter a bill was parted in the 
Legislature reiieving the Pacific Mail Steam­ 
ship Company of the city tsx —$100,000. 
It 
was a bill against law, tqui y end decency, 
but the Governor was asked to give it his ap­ 
proval. 
Gould 
was 
largely 
interested 
in the swindle, 
and 
Conkliog, 
as 
hi- 
counsel, was anxious th at it should not 
¿Dcounter an executive veto. He so intimated 
in his blandest and most persuarive way, and 
others by authority assured the Governor 
that it would be greatly for his political in­ 
terest if he should affix his signature to the 
bill. 
B ut the Governor could not bs per­ 
suaded, either by Gould, Cockling or others, 
that it would be right to do wrong, either to 
ideare a friend or b/nefit himself, and the bill 
was not signed. 
And this is not all. 
Our 
readers will remember the elevated railroad 
exemption swindle, to which we bad occasion 
frequently to refer last winter. 
The purpose 
of th at bill was to exempt the company from 
the payment and assessment of a tax of inore 
thau 825,000. 
I t was 
adroitly worked 
through 
the 
l.egislature 
regardless 
of 
expens", and was expected to be worked 
through the _ Executive chamber by some 
equally effective process. 
The Governor was 
told th at he could make that bill not only an 
instrum ent by which to dose the breach be­ 
tween himself and Conkling, but a lever by 
which his renomination would be made easy 
and his election sure. 
He was told that as 
soon as his signature was attached to the bill 
a larve block ef the new stock would be placet) 
in the hands of parties named, aud the Gov­ 
ernor himself would not be forgotten, 
And 
further, th at as the stock would immediately 
advance 830 per share, an interest in the 
divide would enable the 
fortunate hold­ 
ers to turn a handsome penny 
without 
risk or inconvenience. 
The answer of the 
Governor to thrss glittering proffers was 
given in his veto of the bill, which if he had 
signed, the old friendship m ight have been 
renewed, the old breaches would have been 
healed, his renomination would have ensued, 
and a handsome sum guaranteed to make his 
calling and election sure. 
The Argus to-day takes up ths matter, and 
claituB th at the Journal only gives part of the 
story. 
I t says Ja y Guuld and Cornell had a 
conference when the elevated railway tax bill 
was introduced, and an approval of the meas 
ure was secured ; th at while the bill was in 
the handa of the Governor he held interviews 
iu New Y ork with Conkling personally, and 
Jay Gould through an intermediary. 
Jay 
Gould understood then th at the bill would be 
signed. 
A promise to sign was afterwards 
made conditional, and finally the Governor 
killed the bill in four lines of a colorless veto. 
It charges further that the veto was the tardy 
and reluctant declination of a colossal bribe. 
The gravity of the charges on both sides 
demands fnll proof of their truth.

The ac­ 
tual cargo consists principally of dirt neatly 
p at np in bags and packages, and other trash. 
I t is said th at H . K. k F. B. Thurber, the 
Bond Bros., and F. Garcia Bros. & Co., of 
thia city, are among the consignors. 
None 
of the firms mentioned would knowingly lend 
themselves to the perpetration of such a 
fraud, and I am at a loss to understand 
how any firm could have advanced 821,000 
oa the consignment, as I understand the 
Thurbers did, except in good faith. 
The con­ 
signees of the goods to Thurber are R. Lane 
and A . Graves, both of Vera Cruz. 
Both cf 
them have, to my knowledge, been interested 
in the loss of cargoes of merchandise befóte. 
We shall send to Mexico, to try and find the 
guilty parties."

We informed our Mexican 
shippers of the charge. 
W e have since re­ 
ceived from them official documents, which 
go to show that everything was regular, so 
far as cur shipments were concerned.”

O m a h a. August 17th.—The Sioux nation 
have nt tifie 1 the authorities of a threatened 
outbreak. 
1 his morning Dr. McGiliicnddy, 
Agent of the Red Cloud Indians a t Pine 
Ridge Agency, telegraphed to the Secretary 
of tbe Interior, and the dispatch was repeat­ 
ed to the m ilitary headquarters iu Omaha, 
stating that he had been informed th at Red 
Cloud and other chiefs of the Sirux at Pine 
Ridge Agency had c >me to inform him that 
unlegs be was relieved as Agent by October 
1st they would break out, and th at they had 
sent wcrd to the post and departm ent cvm- 
manders to th at effect. 
This afternoon an­ 
other telegram was received at iniliU iy bead- 
quarters from M ajor Sumner, of the Fifth 
Cavalry, commanding at F o rt Robinson, 
stating that be had re teived a letter signed 
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Agency, and they called on General Crook 
to come up and adjust m atters for them. 
They 
also 
said 
th at 
they 
had 
in­ 
formed the Secretary of the Interior that 
unless within sixty days Dr. McGillicuddy, 
their Agent, was relieved and their griev­ 
ances made right, serious trouble could be ex­ 
pected. 
The situation is regarded as quite 
serious hy military rfficera in Omaha who 
have fought theee Indians and know them 
well. 
There are about 7,500 Sioux at Pino 
Ridge, and eighty miles from them, at the 
Spotted Tail or Rosebud Agency, there are 
8,500 under Spotted Tail, Junior, and W hite 
Thunder, and to the west one hundred miles 
2 500 Croas, who have left their Agency and 
will not stay on the reservation. 
They have 
been killing considerable cattle belonging to 
ranchmen who have occupied the northern 
territory with their herds, but no serious 
trouble has occurred with the Crows. 
There 
are also large numbers of Cheyennes am otg 
the Sioux, and nlso a great many wartiors 
returning from Sitting Bull’s band, and who 
used to live with Red Cloud up to 1876, when 
they struck out with Sitticg Bull. 
They are 
anjdeinent of disturbance. 
Since the war of 
1876 a great many young Sioux have grown 
up to he warriors, and having listened to the 
tales of their fathers, tney are now anxious 
to distinguish 
themselves 
on the 
wtr- 
path, and are therefore restlets and eager 
for war. 
I t is estimated th at the Sioux and 
their allies can m uster over 4,GOO warriors, 
well-mounted and splendidly equipped witn 
arms and ammunition. 
These Indians, al­ 
though in the D epartm ent of Dakota, a short 
distance north of the Nebraska lice, and un­ 
der the military supervision of General Ttrrv, 
have appealed t.i General Crook to come to 
their aid and endtavor to adjust their griev­ 
ance* 
They have every c .ntider.ee iu Gen­ 
eral Crook, as he hes fought them durirg the 
last nine years ; and knowing him to 1»3 a fair 
man, and understanding them well, they have 
reason to believe th at lie can sct’le the whole 
difficulty. 
General Crook has been ordered 
to the Department of Arizrna, but it is 
likely that, under the circumstances, he will 
be specially comm i-uined to vbit these In ­ 
dians in the Departm ent of Dakota, and 
Listen to their complaints and suggest some 
remedy. 
A t present he is at Baltimore, but 
will return to Omaha August ’231. Wfcat the 
Sioux grievances are is not definitely known 
here. 
Dr. McGillicuddy, the Pice Ridge 
Agent, bears lbs reputation of being odb of 
the best agep's in ihe Indian service; isa 
man of the highest character, with ep'endid 
executive ability and wide-spread experience, 
lie served for a number of years as Surveyor 
in the Engineer Corps on the frontier, and af­ 
terwards was Acting Assistant Surgeon in the 
army. H e nccon panied all of General Crook’s 
expedition against the Si -ux aud Cheyennes, 
and became well acquainted with many of 
the chiefs. 
His appointment 
as Indian 
Agent was BtroDgly recomtueuded by some of 
the most prominent military officers, among 
whom was General Crook. 
McGillicuddy, 
who is a man of g>od judgment aud great 
personal bravery, has many m ilitary friends 
here and elsewhere, who believe th at any 
trouble at the Pine liidge Agency is due 
rather to the methods of his departm ent than 
to any personal iucmnpetency or lack of 
judgment on his part in fulfilling his duties. 
His administration has been to carry out the 
policy of the Government, and it is- believed 
that tbe Government will sustain him. 
Rad 
Cloud, who is the chief di-content, is well 
knowu as the leader at tho Furt Fi tteruiau 
massacre of December 22, 1866, and hoe 
always been regarded as an able, brave war­ 
rior, but a wily and treacherous Indian. 
In 
the Commission of 1876 more trouble was 
had with him than any other chief. 
He was 
deposed from the Government chieftainship 
of his people by General Crook in 1876, end 
Spotted Tail was made chief of all the Sioux. 
This was a severe blow to Red Cloud, who 
has never recovered from the degradation, 
aod 
has 
ever 
since 
been 
morose 
and sullen. 
In 
1880 Dr. McGillicuddy 
deposed him fiom the chieftainship of his 
own band for bid c induct. 
This added fuel 
to the flrme, 
R -d Cloud does uot like Gen­ 
eral Crook nor McGlllictiddy. General Crook 
mistrusts Red Cloud, whose band he dis­ 
mounted and di armed. 
Red Clrnd in 1876 
laid a plan to m isu ses General Crook, Col­ 
onel Stanton and Captain Burks, but it was 
discovered iu time to prevent its accomplish­ 
ment. 
Red Cloud is about 50 years of age, 
of om m anditig presence and 
thoroughly 
savage instincts, and has always had a great 
deal of influence with the warlike elements of 
the tribes. 
Another dangerous chief is Little 
Big Man, who came very near succeeding in 
causing the massacre in 1875 of the Indian 
Commission just 
below 
the 
Red Cloud 
Agency. 
This was the Commission of which 
Senator Allison was Chairman and Terry was 
oae of the members. Other dangerous chiefs, 
if stirred up, are American Horse, Red Dog, 
Blue Horse, L ittle Wound and Three Bears. 
Ihe military officers here are of opinion that 
tbe trouble should be immediately investi­ 
gated, and believe that it will be. 
-\egroea I n li n ild n le d by a W h ite Mob. 
L it t l e R ock, August 17th.—In response 
to an appeal for aid from B.-thane & Smith, 
contractors on the Springfield and Memphis 
Railroad, stating that their negro laborers 
had bet n frightened from work by threats of 
death from a white mob disgnised asku klux. 
Governor Churchill telegraphed the Sheriff 
of Craighead county to investigate the m at­ 
ter and protect the laborers. 
No further 
particulars have been received. 
C oal M in e o n F ir e . 
C umberland 
(Md.). August 17th—The 
Aston mine, owned by the Consolidated Coal 
Company, near Louaconing, smoldering some 
time, burst forth in a tremendous blaze te» 
day, shooting fifty faet in ths air, 
The 
dwellings situated over the burning mine 
have been deserted. 
There i* said to be great 
danger of the fire communicating to the Valle 
Farm estate, with thousands of tons of un­ 
derlying coal.

B r e e d s a n d W o o l .— In breeding sheep 
there is som ething else to be attained in 
the wool besides quantity, th a t som ething 
beiDg fineness or quality. 
All breeds of 
sheep are not alike in regard to the charac­ 
ter of the wool, and the leDgth, cleanliness 
and degree of fineness regulate the m srket 
price. 
A fleece may be of unusual weight 
and yot bring but little in th e m arket on 
account of poor condition, and many small 
fleeces have brought good sums in the m ar 
ket owing to their high quality. 
No sheep 
can competo w ith the pure bred M erino in 
fineness of wool, although three-quarter 
bloods have made good fleeces. 
Of the 
‘ downs 
tho first in order for fine wool, 
or rather medium wool, are the South- 
downs and tbe grades produced by them . 
The Oxforddowns are next to the South­ 
down 
grades, and the Shropshiredown 
grades follow next. 
As the “ downs ” are 
m utton sheep, and are bred principally for 
th at purpose, the wool has been heretofore 
a secondary p ro d u c t; but they produce 
finer woole than the long-woolcd or “ comb­ 
ings” sheep, such as the Cotswolds or Lei- 
cestera. 
The Cotswolds fleece ie of greater 
length, and, com pared with th a t from the 
Merino, seems coarse ; bu t there is a cer­ 
tain use for such fleeces, and they command 
certain m arkets, in which the fleeces do 
not compete. 
As to which are the m ost 
profitable breeds, each farm er m ust regu­ 
late his choice of breed by clim ate and 
quality of pasture.

I m p o r ta n t D e c is io n .—The Supreme Court 
on yesterday decided the case of Barrett vs. 
Sims, reversing the judgment of Judge Den­ 
son. 
The case v as one which involves the 
power of the Superior Court iu proceedings 
in insolvency to qualify an order Retting apart 
a homestead to the insolvent, in such manner 
as to provide that in no case should the 
order be construed to give to the homestead 
claimant more than §5,000 worth of property. 
The question also as to the power of the 
Court to order a homestead thus sot aside to 
be solil, provided it brought more than §5,000, 
was involved in the case. The Supreme Court 
held that the power of the insolvency Court 
was limited to the absolute setting aside of 
the homestead without qualification, and 
that tho Superior Court had no power to 
order such a homestead sold, whatever might 
he its value ; the only method of Belling a 
homestead by forced sale being by the ap­ 
pointment of appraisers, as provided by the 
code.

IS 
THE 
MOON 
RED-HOT? 


\V. Mattieu W illiams believes that the 
surface of the moon has an intrinsic brill­ 
iancy of its own, and a temperature much 
greater than is usually supposed. 
He ex­ 
presses the opinion, in effect, that the sur­ 
face of the moon is, as it appears to be in 
eclipses, “ of a dull-red heat, and that this 
high temperature is due to the action of 
the tun's rays striking it directly, without 
any intervening shield of aqueous vapor or 
other atmospheric matter. 
If the volcanic 
tufa, of which the moon’s surface ie evi­ 
dently composed, 
resembles 
the corre­ 
sponding material on our earth, it is one of 
the best absorbers of heat and the worst of 
conductors. 
This being the case, the un­ 
interrupted glare of the sun’s rays would 
produce 
its 
maximum 
possible 
effect 
on a thin film of 
the mooD's surface. 
* 
* 
* 
W e must remember that a dull 
copper red heat, just visible in the dark, is 
considerably below the temperature of red 
heat visible in daylight. 
Supposing the 
color of the moon to be due to such heat, I 
should estimate its surface temperature at 
a little above 600 . ” 
Lord Rosse, estimat­ 
ing the surface temperature of the moon, 
concluded it was about 500°. 
M r.W illiams 
was led to his conclusion by watchiDg the 
appearance of the moon during the totality 
of an eclipse. 
WThen the partially eclipsed 
moon rose, the shaded part displayed a full 
copper-red color ; as the eclipse progressed, 
this advanced to a darker or more obscure 
copper-color ; then the redness gradually 
faded, 
and 
the 
shaded 
portion 
of 
tho 
moon 
grew 
darker 
and 
gray­ 
er, until at last it became of a dark 
slate-color ; and its outline or limb was 
barely traceable toward the end of the 
eclipse. 
In some elementary treatises this 
copper-color is attributed to “ the refrac­ 
tion of the sun's light by the action of the 
earth." 
Mr. W illiams tails to see howthis 
can operate in the middle of the shadow, 
where the color is the most decided, and 
why it should fade as the eclipse pro­ 
gresses, and finally be lost just at the outer 
edge of the shadow. 
The fading is easily 
accounted for on Mr. W illiams’ hypothesis 
as the result of the rapid cooling of the lu­ 
nar surface on the withdrawal of the sun’s 
rays. 
The reasoning that ascribes so high 
a temperature to the side of the moon pre­ 
sented to the sun must lead to the conclu­ 
sion that the dark, or night side, is in­ 
tensely cold.

ham, who has been an invalid for years, 
v.as subject to hemorrhage of the lungs. 
She resided with her mother in the Bryant 
House, on F street. 
Oa Sunday night, 
between 11 and 12 o'clock, she made a 
rap on the partition of her room, as usual 
when sick, and her little girl, Mabel, and 
Mrs. Robinson both got up and went in, 
finding her unconscious. 
Dr. Clarke was 
immediately summoned, but when he ar­ 
rived life had already departed. 
She had 
been attacked with a very profuse hem­ 
orrhage, and had bled to death in a fevj 
moments. 
The doctor noticed that Mrs. 
Robinson was looking extremely ill, and 
asked her how she felt. 
She said she was 
not sick, but was very much overcome by 
the shock of her daughter's death. 
About 
an hour later Dr. Clarke was again sum­ 
moned, and told that Mrs. Robinson was 
not breathing jnst right. 
He immediately 
went to tbe bouse, and ou arriving, fonnd 
that she, too, had pasted to her last rest. 
Death was caused by congestion of the 
heart. 
Mrs. Robinson was 72 years of 
age ; her daughter, Mrs. Dunham, was 
aged 44 year». 
They were natives of 
Troy, N . Y ., but had lived for several 
years in Peoria, 111., whence they came 
to San Diego ten or twelve years ago.

SHORT-HAND 
FOR 
THE 
BLIND. 


Dr. Arjndts, tfaa imentor of the steac- 
graphse system named after him, has 
finally succec led in arrii ing at a most im­ 
portant re»uU in the instrnction of the 
blind. 
It will be remembered, the Ger­ 
man schools for the blind adopted about 
three years ago the so-called point-type, 
with the working of which one has good 
reason to be satisfied on the whole. 
Its 
chief inconvenience was that not only the 
writing itself, but still more the reading of 
written matter, consumed too much time. 
The idea of utilizing stenography in blind 
schools has frequently been mooted among 
teachers, but hitherto never been practi­ 
cally realized. About a year ago Dr. Arendts 
made a first trial whtn a thirtccn-ycar-old 
biind-born Itoy, whom he taught the rudi 
ments of stenography. 
List week this 
pupil appeared before 
a 
Berlin audi­ 
ence, 
consisting 
chiefly 
of 
experts 
and 
persons iuterestcd in 
the hiove 
lusnt, and then aud there exhibited a sur­ 
prising dexterity in writing down political 
articles dictated at random from newspa­ 
per», a description of modern Greece, etc.— 
pieces, in fact, which an experienced sten­ 
ographer, in full possession of bis eyesight, 
could not bnt have considered to be of 
more than ordinary difficulty. 
The boy 
wrote them as rapidly as a quick penman 
could have done, and afterwards read off 
what he had written with remarkable 
fluency, passing his fingers along the lines. 
The handwriting was perfectly correct, 
legible and even artistic, and what is more, 
was accomplished in scarcely more th -u a 
third of the time required by the so-called 
point-type. 
The subject is to be laid be­ 
fore the National Congress of German 
teachers, which is to be held at Frankfort- 
on-XIain at the end of this month, and, if 
not immediately, can hardly fail to be 
gradually- adopted in the schools for the 
blind throughout Germany.—[Paris-Amer­ 
ican Register.
